THE OLD STONE MILL AT NEWPORT 


[From the New York Times, 9th.] 


Thirty years ego every resident of New 


port who was not interested in tlie hotel o 
in the real estate t business, know that th 
old stcue mill was simply a mill and not! 
ing more, and that it was built at a com 
parativoly recent date by a coutomporar 
Ithodo Island miller. It so happened the 
tho hotel was then tho solo New Euglan 
rival of Newport as a watering placo, hit up 
on tho happy thought of attracting patron 
ago by means of a sea-serpent, and thu 
drew away from Newport those thrift 
summer loiterers who hold that i\ watoriu 
place which offered freo sca-sorpeiits wa 
preferable to one that could boast of uoth 
ing bettor than an occasional shark. Now 
it would havo been easy for the Nowpor 
hotel keepers to manufacture a score o 
witnesses who would swear that they ha 
seen sea-serpents in Narragausett Bay 
thousand feet long, and with bluo monkey 
sitting on their backs. This result, however 
could not havo' been achieved without firs 
giving tho proposed witnesses a fortnight' 
free »so of tho hotel bar rooms, with al 
that tho nouio implies. Tho hotel keeper 
therefore preferred to invent a prehistori 
ruin, and to father its construction upon th 
shadowy northmou, whom a doubtful logon 
names.as tho i discoverers of Hhodo Island 
Thus Newport offered its old stone mill, ro 
christened tho "Northmen's fortress," as an 
offset to Nnhant's sea-serpent; and proudl; 
claimed that while tho latter appealed onl 
to a depraved and vulgar taste for tho nor 
riblo, tho mnjestio lower of the nnoiout so 
kings was eminently adapted lo satisfy im 
mortal longings of a refined and cultural* 
spirit. 


Of course, so bold and violent a convor 


aion of n Yankee grist mill into a Nors 
fprtrosa needed to bo constantly supportct 
by fresh and plausible evidence. 
It may 


not bo true that during tho Ia.st thirty year 
every Newport hotel keeper has kept a sci 
entiiic person—falsely KO called—who was 
under a written obligation to mako on anuu 
al report, sotting forth his belief in tho 
tower of tho Northmen. 
So, too, tho storv 


that tho real estate owners of Newport clul 
together and advertise ovory spring for hal 
a dozen antiquarians who would havo no ob 
joctiou to spend a few weeks in tho coimtrj 
at a popular watering place, may bo a mere 
irmoution of tho envious owners of Lonf 
Branch property. Still, it is a Higuificau 
foot that no Newport hotel is without its 
apodal Boiontifin person, who is as loarnoc 
as blue spectacles and a largo cotton umbrel- 
la can make him, nnd who confidentially ex 
pressed the uphiiQu tu every nowjy arrived 
guost that ho ought to spend at least 
mouth in examining tho most interesting 
ruin in this or any othor country, and in 
studying tho history of tho Northmen in the 
very place where they roared thoir Htrongonl 
tower, ami where prosperity has built the 
moat admirable hotels. 


Tho latest scientific investigation of tho 


mill haa boon madp by ft number of ingeni- 
ous antiquarians, who have certified that it 
is covered with Masonic onblonifi, and was 
hence built by Northmen belonging to tho 
fraternity of Freemasons. It is a little odd 
that nobody has hitherto been able to per- 
ceive these emblems, and it is equally odd 
that tho Northmen should have sculptured 
them on a building alleged to ante-date 
modern Froemasonery by at least ouo hun- 
dred years. Still when pooplo once accept 
as H piausibio assertion the Btory that a 
shipload of wandering Vikings touched for 
twenty-four hours on Iho shore of Rhode 
Island, and employcd that brief period iu 
building a stone mill on tho exact pattern of 
those built a few centuries later by Yankee 
farmers, they will boliovo anything. 
It is 


quite probable that Masonic lodges will now 
mako pilgrimages to Newport nnd try to de 
cipher tho Masonic emblems which tho last 
holf dozen antiquarians have discovered. At 
any rate, if they do not, thoir miocosKora 
certainly will, and tho latter will religiously 
believe that the emblems which they cnnnot 
seo were plainly visible iu 187(1. 


For it is useless for tho isolated lover of 


historical truth to struggle against tho or- 
ganized propaganda of Newport. 
Tho 


Norse myth will bo reiterated until it is 
universally accepted. 
Another hundred 


years will suffice to establish imposture- on 
an impregnable basis, and when our nest 
centennial celebration is hold, tboro will not 
bo an American oitizon who will dream of 
doubting that tho mill was built by North- 
men as a defence against tho fierce and 
dangerous woodohuok, who, in that romoto 
period, devastated tho country.

HOLD up THE LIOIIT.— The famous Eddy- 


sloae Lighthouse off tho const of Cornwall, 
England, was first built in a fanciful way,of 
wood, by tho learned and eccentric Win- 
stanloy.

ful inscriptions. 
Ho was vory proud of his 


structure, and from its lofty balcony, used 
boldly to defy tho storm, crying, "Blow, O 
winds .' lliso, O ocean ! Break forth, ye olo- 
niuuts, fmu try my work !" 
But one night 


tho sea swallowed up the tower and its 
builder. It was built a second time of wood 
and stone, by Kudgnrd. Tho form wasgood, 
but the wood gave hold for tho elcmontH, 
and the builder and his structure perished 
iu tho flames. Next tho great Smeaton was 
called in. Ho raised a cone from the solid 
rock upon which it was built, and riveted it 
to the roek, as tho (ink is fastened to 
tho 
earth 
by its roots.

tho 


rock of the 
foundation 
ho 
took the 


roek of tho superstructure. 
lie carved 


upon it no boastful inscriptions like thoso of 
Winstauley, but on its lowest course ho put. 
"Except tho Lord build tho house, they la- 
bor in vain that build it;" and ou its key- 
stone, above llu> huiteru, the simple tribute, 
"LausDoo!" and tho structure still stands, 
holdiug up its boacon light to tho storm- 
tossed mariner.

days since. They were apparently half ft 
mila above the earth; extending from the 
western to the eastern horizon, from north 
to south, iu almost a solid mass. The sun 
was shining brilliantly, and a few flouting 
clouds were favorable to reveal the terrible 
numbers of tho scourge. Directly overhead 
the seething mass almost impenetrable to 
the eye, and while most painfully visible 
under a small, dark cloud their extent could 
only bo appreciated as they merged past the 
edgo of tho cloud. The extent of this 
swarm 
may 
ho somewhat 
understood 


by remembering, that in our 
greatest 


flights, when between us and. the sun, 
they represent a. terrific 
snow 
storm, 


aud fairly whiten the sky 
for 
some 


distance around it, gradually becoming in- 
visible as tlie eye niovoa away from a direct 
focus with the sun's rajs, and keep up this 
scene from about 10 in tno morning till 3 
in the aftfirnnriri, 
Right of them being de- 


pendent upon tho sun, when .in this case 
.they not only had a more dense appearance 
around the. sun but so far as the eye could 
reach in every direction, and especially over- 
bead, they were many times moro cions'o 
than in one of tho greatest flights immedi- 
ately. between us aud the sun, and gave 
forth a noise resembling an approaching 
flale. Mr. Purrington, tho mail-carrier from 
hero to ^Valnut Grove, tells U9 that on his 
way homo on Saturday afternoon ho couia 
see the hoppers raise in tho distance ahead 
of him resembling dense and impenetrable 
smoke, which he at first thought thov wore. 
but soon discovered that, the columns were 
dense clouds of grasshoppers that had lit 
•since he passed over the road Friday morn- 
ing.
